pended at all and why he should not 


be reinstated. . 


Johnston's father, # leading attorney 


of Napa, is greatly incensed and pro­ 
poses to run down '^he 
malicious per­ 


son who gave out the information that 
there was a charge of purloining books 
from the library filed against his son. 
President Kellogg says the charge was 
merely a neglect to register a book 
taken out, and people interested in 
Johnston and the University are freely 
saying that the punishment of suspen­ 
sion was far too severe for so trivial an 
offense. 


"The facts are simply these," said 


the father today: 
"My son took a 
book from the library some time ago. 


He says he left on the librarian's desk 


the usual card for registration. The 
registration was not-nfede, however. 
Then the boy was' taken sick and went 


to San Francisco for treatment. H e 


' was ill for six weeks. 


"During his illness another student 


put 
some of his things 
away in a 
locker or closet on an upper shelf. 
That book was among them. 
When 


he had recovered all recollection ol the 
book had passed from his mind. He 


did not see it on the shelf and nothing 
recalled to his memory the circum­ 
stance of having borrowed it. 
After­ 
ward it was found ou the shelf. 


"To show you how absurb any inti­ 
mation of wrong-doing on his part is^ 


you can easily asertain the fact that 
with a fellow-student at the close of 
last term, he gathered all the library 
books from the rooms'of the other 
students in his boarding house and re­ 
turned them to the library. 
Certainly, 
that is "hot the act of a man who 
wanted to purloin a book. 
I intend 


to proHe this thing to the'^bottom, and 
ascertain, who1 set the malicions story 
afloat"

versity completely exonerates young 
Johnson from the charge of purloining 
books:

Mrs. D. P. Bowers, the well known 
a«:tress, died at Philadelphia Tuesday 
night of pneumonia, after a brief ill­ 
ness. 
She leaves two sons and a 
daughter; H. B. Bowers of Portland, 
Oregon, Walter Bowers of New York 
City and Mrs. E. V. Bennett, manager 
of the Arlington Hotel, Washington, 
D.C.
